Dear Mr. Ford: 

I do not know how muoh you know about the 
Fmergenoy Peaoe Campaign. My friend Mr. Joy from my 
oonneotion with it apparently placed me in the same class 
with Mr. Stalin. In many respects, however, it seems to 
me that they are laying a better foundation for effective 
and realistic work for peace than any other group, and. they 
are doing it as the representatives of most of the others. 

Their program for this year involves three approaches 
in succession. In the first place they propose for the first 
three months to discuss the neutrality legislation which must 
be deolded by Congress in that period. Beginning with the 
20th Anniversary of our entrance into the war, they expect 
to disoxiss the problem of the extent to which we 3 hould be 
prepared to send troops beyond the Continental United States 
(including of course Panama Canal, Hawaii and Alaska but 
excluding the Philippines). In the fall they propose to 
didisouss the problem of what measures can be undertaken 
in the economic field to eliminate the wauses of war. 

These discussions will probably take place at 
a aeries of meetings held in the principal metropolitan centers 
of the United States. For the first project on neutrality 
I have undertaken to act as chairman, and for the second 
Admiral Byrd will serve as chairman. They are still working 
on the problem of the best leader for the autumn projeot. 

Their contacts in Detroit in the past, between us, 
have not been right, and they are making s real effort now to 
get the interest of the real leaders in that city. Their 
approaoh is not primarily financial, although of oourse there 
is an opportunity to contribute for any one who is interested. 
What they want is a group that understands the main elements of 
the problem, appreciates its seriousness, and is prepared to 
put a real push on the government in the interest of maintaining 
peaoe. Those who are active in Detroit will doubtless take 
it up 4/n due oourse with you and your father. I am simply 
writing this letter to tell you of my interest and my hope 
that you will find it possible to give them some real backing.

“American people are opposed to Bonding American troops to fight s 
foreign war again** 

This is precisely one ef the most pernicious concepts, which we are strenuously 
fighting In the ASU and ell other organizations* Certainly no Socialist can 
support it.esc dose not believe that any organization truly helping In the 
struggle against war oan have it in its program* 

2* In the same “Program*, section 9, on Internet till Cooperation oalls for 
international cooperation for the settlement of disputes by peaceful means in 
accordance with the principles of the Jfallog *Wb, including adherence to the 
World Court. Ihls section likewise cells for “support of all peaceful forms 
of International cooperation* (does not, or ought not this to lnoludo economic

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Begun — January 17, 1957, 
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In the doorway of a little sanctuary built more than a thousand 
years ago, at the feet of a gilded Buddha, I write, my Dear Friends Every¬ 
where, to tell you of my latest adventure. 

This hill which it tops, one usually climbs on an elephant. But 
I was my own transportation this morning, scrambling up the steep rocky 
hillside, racing with the sun, fearing he would be up before I was and I 
would not see the beauty of day coming to the jungle and the towers of 
Angkor Wat silhouetted against the rose sky of dawn. 

The race I almost lost, but, panting, I staggered to the top 
just in time to see the sun, like a great fiery ball appear, flame forth, 
and call to the misty forest to awake, 

A few minutes ago I started down but after only a little distance 
on the more leisurely winding trail I was following, the heat of the jungle 
struck me like a fiery blast - the heat I have come to know so well these 
last few days, and I retreated to my cool hilltop where a real breeze makes 
me forget I am in the tropics of French Indo-China, and where a letter to 
you will serve as an excuse to linger longer. 

Before I attempt to tell you of the marvelous ruins of Angkor, 
that lie at my feet, I had better go back, begin at the beginning, and 
tell you how I happen to be here. It all started because President Roose¬ 
velt named me "Observer" to the League of Nations Conference of Central 
Authorities in Eastern Countries, which is to meet in Bandoeng, Java, in 
February to consider the problem of Traffic In Women and Children in the 
Far East, The United States is to be represented because of the Philip¬ 
pine Islands; so my location gave me the appointment. It was all honor 
and no cash. However, since the National Board of the Y.W. C.A. thought i 
worth cooperation and offered to help on expenses, I decided to accept, 
and to make it my vacation and go the long way round to get there. 

Consequently, the S. S. BARENTSZ sailed January the ninth for 
Indo-China with me as a passenger, and three days later, before I had had 
time to get even half caught up on sleep after a mad rush to get off, we 
landed in Saigon, the chief port of Cochin China. Here, eating in side¬ 
walk cafes, buying in French shops, and hearing French spoken, made one 
feel that Saigon, in spite of its oriental surroundings and people, almost 
lives up to its claim of being the "Paris of the Orient." 

There was, however, too much on ahead to linger; so the next morn¬ 
ing at six, I climbed into the mail bus. Hour after hour, we rattled along, 
with rice paddles, more rice paddies, and still more rice paddies stretching 
in all directions, and I realized that I was in the land of "Saigon rice" 
which, I had heard, the Chinese of Manila pich prefer to the Philippine 
variety. It was a dull ride, for it was after the harvest and there was 
no green of growing rice to relieve the brown; only the people going to 
market or coming from market with their loads and their livestock and the 
yellow-robed Buddhist priests with their begging bowls gave color to the 
scene. 
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At noon we reached my first stop, the capital of Cambodia, Phnom 
Penh. Here I visited the museum with its collection of jewelry, the adorn¬ 
ments of generations of kings, queens, and dancers of the royal palace; 
with its ancient pieces of goldwere, ceremonial parasols, the elaborately 
carved and decorated Sword of the Ancestors, and the crown of the King of 
Cambodia, which was carefully lifted out of its black lacquer box that we 
might admire its jewels. In the assembly hall the high gold throne was ef¬ 
fectively reflected in great mirrors, while the elegant couch in front of 
it, on which the king may recline if he is weary of his throne, seemed to 
me a touch of-wisdom. 


When no one was looking, I mounted the stairs to the lesser throne 
of the queen located behind the King’s and tried to imagine how it would 
seem to survey the world from such a seat of splendor, xn the open-air 
pavilion the band was practicing jazz music while through_the windows of the 
temple opposite came the monotonous chanting of the Buddhist priests at 
prayer. The old pagoda with its silver floor, its emerald Buddha, and its 
vivid frescoes which leave no doubt as to the tortures of hell, for .hey 
depict figures roasted over hot coals or dealt with in other fashions quite 
ss effective — these sights plus shops and market places, theatrical per¬ 
formances and interesting people made the afternoon and evening go all too 
f &S^J 

The next day before sunrise, I sleepily started forth to continue 
my journey in the mail bus. This vehicle, as you can guess, carries the 
ine.il to the various towns of Cambodia# But the mail is on top of t e us, 
passengers are within. Second class passengers may sit with the driver or 
as many as possible squeeze into the third seat; for four first cl<xss rave 
lers the second is reserved; while the third class jam into the back hal 
of the bus with seats on all four sides and an open space in the middle where 
one may sit or squat as he chooses among bags and baskets, chickens and 
children. Third pay half the price of second which is half the price ®f 
first! I was extravagant — I sat in the second seat, and shared honors with 
one fellow traveler from the boat. 


All day long with only an hour's stop for lunch, we rattled on 
through heat and rice fields end occasional towns where we would lose some 
of our fellow travelers and pick up others. One young man had been to China 
where he had learned English; this he was anxious to show off, so we con¬ 
versed on tho raft as the bus was ferried across a river. He would like to 
to to Europe, he confided to me, for he had heard it is "very interesting. 

I agreed with him that it is, as we climbed back into our places. 


We passed two men carrying on their shoulders a long bamboo pole; 
from it, to my surprise, swung — a crocodile! The water buffaloes were 
everywhere, especially in water or mud holes; here also was the beautitul 
white bird, which in the Philippines we call the "carabao bird because he 
spends most of his life on the backs of carabaos. In Indo-Chma he looked 
like a great white flower as he perched on the branches of shrubs or rees. 


Sunset time brought us to the town of Siemreap; then four kilo- 

- - xiot SO 


meters more to the Hotel des Ruines, usually called 'The Bungalow 
stylish as the hotels at Siemreap but to my mind much more delightful because 
all I need do is open the door of my room to be able to look across the wide 
moat to glorious Angkor Wat, only a few minutes walk from me. On the wide 
causeway leading to this ancient marvel I sit and watch the sun set, listen 
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for the curious whirl of the wings of thousands of hats as they come from .their 
hiding places in its towers and fly above me like a long trail of smoke as they 
start forth on their nightly foraging. Here I can watch darkness come, steal - 
ily and ouickly as it does in the tropics where there is no twilight, then the 
stars come out and the new moon comes up; and I stay as long as I please trying 
to imagine how magnificent this mysterious city of Angkor must have been in the 
days^l its glory ~ sit and dream; that is, until the mosquitoes drive me in. 

As I leave Angkor Wat there are always a dozen or more Cambodian young¬ 
sters who insist on accompanying me with their paper torches in order to light my 
wav down the steps, over the broken stones and down the long causeway whic 
crossedthe^wide^moat. Always they must step to point out the plaoe where there 
ere footprints in the stone, putting their little dirty hare twj 
to show me the unique way the feet were placed, and as we reach the E“hgalO", 
all begging for a reward for giving me ten times as many torches as I need, 
they are dear children. We count our steps as we walk, first in 
my benefit end then in English for theirs. And I try to teach them Engl 
words; so now they point to the sky and say, "La moon es vely putty.

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PEOPOSALS EOR AH ANALYSIS OP WAR-PEACE 0PIHI0H 

In the interest of coherence and fairness it seems useful to arrange the 
material on war and peace in some sort of logical sequence according to the 
viewpoint expressed. Granted that each may have its contribution to make, it 
remains to determine the place which each occupies with reference to the others.

In charting the problem of War-and-Peace, we might call the above 
classification (according to belief in the inevitability or the curability of 
war) our horizontal line of the chart. The position of organized groups 
might be charted vertically also according to their proximity to the theo¬ 
retical. The point farthest removed from this we might call the factual 
approach as distinguished from the philosophic or theoretic. Groups which 
adhere closely to the latter frequently feel that it la futile to attempt a 
cure of superficial unrest until the basic conflict is settled. They are 
likely to emphasize the importance of right attitudes and ideals. Those 
groups which operate at a distance from the fundamental concept are apt to 
emphasize the importance of specific difficulties and seek to remedy these. 
The factual approach may be said, then, to advocate peace by remedying diffi¬ 
culties which come to the surface in definite problems. It seeks to manip¬ 
ulate circumstances primarily and attitudes secondarily, while the reverse 
may be said, broadly, to be true of the philosophic approach. 

Since a student group might seek to solve any specific problem upon 
any one of the levels which underlie the surface difficulty (and overlie the 
basic theology or philosophic concept), it is clear that a great many approaches 
and emphaBes are possible. 

After the general location of the group has been determined with 
reference to its position horizontally (militaristic-pacifist), and verti¬ 
cally (philosophic-factual), a third dimension may help further to define 
the field of the group’s effort, viz., the breadth of its span either verti¬ 
cally or horizontally. If Its chief emphasis is upon the philosophic aspects 
of the problem, how far towards the position of the factualists does its 
grasp extend? 

Making a brief survey of the field, it seems clear that most people 
believe war to be an evil. Still, there is a relatively small group which 
believes that war Is a good in Itself, and without the benefit of a noble 
"cause” to excuse it. This group is important for three reasons: 

a) It represents one pole of the problem of which 
the other is complete pacifism. 

b) Much of the fire of the opposition is directed 
against this group and there is a tendency to 
push moderately militaristic individuals into 
radically militaristic viewpoints when a crisis 
arises. 

c) By emphasizing the extreme position, a tendency 
is developed to ignore the middle ground and to 







direct fervor towards opposition rather than 
understanding. 

In addition to these groups that believe that war is a desirable or 
ennobling influence, there is a much larger group that believes war to be an 
evil, inevitable in the world as it has been and now is, and necessary for 
the protection .of a good in jeopardy. 

Finally there is the group which considers war to be both undesirable 
and unnecessary. It is upon this group that the burden of proof for the 
curability of war must rest. It is from this group that specific remedies, 
in the form of modification and compromise, arbitration and adjustment might 
be expected to come. 

The two fundamental "theologies" of War-and-Peace thus start from oppo¬ 
site poles and present their conflicting arguments to the individual. It is 
perhaps the extreme groups only that fail to feel the effect of the arguments 
of the opposition in some degree. 

We have indicated that two theologies or philosophic concepts under¬ 
lie the positions of militarist and pacifist. Since these concepts are 
basic, they are frequently allowed to rest underground without due notice. 
However, a brief examination of them may help in the present attempt. They 
might he expressed thus: 

a) The world is a place of competition and desperate 
struggle for existence. 

b) The world is a place wherein the enjoyment of 
normal benefits of life may accrue to all people. 

It is understood that the two philosophies do not make clear-cut divisions 
and that the viewpoints overlap considerably. 

One further estimate of the character of an organization and the loca¬ 
tion of its viewpoint may be gained by noting what virtues the organization 
pretends to, what appeals it makes and to whom. Since the learning process 
varies from individual to individual, and since there are diverse routes to 
the apprehension of a single fact or idea, these routes are both interesting 
and important. 

a) They indicate psychological preferences, prejudices 
and capacities in learning. 

b) They reveal typical strengths and weaknesses in 
points of view. (Wherein each position on the 
chart is good and wherein it may become evil). 

c) They indicate wherein the weakness of one position 
may be supplemented by the strength of another. 





Perhaps we can best summarize the situation by saying that remedial 
measures are doubtless necessary on each level, and that the groups best 
suited to plead the case for each limited area would seem to be those which 
see its problems most clearly and intensely, and the group which has the 
strongest grasp of the whole problem. Proposed remedies may be evaluated, 
then, upon the basis of factuality and the breadth of grasp* 

The following divisions of material, in the general spirit of the 
foregoing analysis has been made on the display tables of the Library of inter¬ 
national Relations:

each case, the cause will be seen to be organically 
connected with its correlated cure. From the econo¬ 
mic approach, war is seen to be possible because of 
unintelligence or misinformation* The cure is educa¬ 
tion and unemotional appraisal of facts. From the 
moral approach, war is possible because of hatred 
and fear, which derive from a "wrong" theology. The 
cure is an intelligent and fearless love of man for 
man. The two approaches, at their best, overlap. 

The question of which is the more important or which 
deserves prior consideration seems puerile unless 
indulgence of one imperils the other. 

Scientific Approach undertakes to supply information of a 

factual nature and to make an objective survey of 
the field. 

Direction of -public opinion presents discussions of the means 

used in enlisting public opinion upon various levels 
of the war-peace sphere of reference, and discussions 
of two main currents of public opinion, viz., peace 
as attainable by means of armed preparedness and 
peace as attainable through appeals to mutual interest. 

Legal Approach presents the solution of the problem of war-peace 
as seen by the legalistic mind and in terms of the 
prevention of war by legal measures. 

Cooperation presents the argument in favor of peace by means of 
cooperation actually carried on now between nations* 

Currant issues presents the international situation as it exists 
today.

Dear K^by, Ray, and Fred, 

May I report to you on how the campaign la going 
aa a whole? Barring Buell, everything la goinr well, 

Mlall has been open-minded, has taken suggestion and 
criticism well, and has definitely Improved. He is best 
in small student discussion groups, for he la too reserved 
and shy and quiet to speak aa yet before large audiences. 

I never heard from any of you with regard to my 
suggestion that if at all possible you secure Paul Harris 
as a pinch-hitter for the entire team. He oould supple¬ 
ment Mlall. He oould speak la high schools, colleges, at 
conferences for youth, for students, and for adults, and 
would give Just the punoh that Miall lacks. He could also 
greatly save my health. In Chicago, for instance, and la 
Kansas City, I found nyoelf announced for five meetings 
including the meeting with the ushers , which is absolutely 
necessary and Important, and then asked for a sixth on top 
of the rest. They said they knew that I loved to work. 
hore they got that idea, I do not know, Paul Harris oould 
take all extra work if he were on the team. The fact that 
I am limited at my age, that Maude Hoyden Is so frail that 
she can take only one meeting a day with the heavy travel. 
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that Mlall has his limitations, would Indicate that Paul 
Harris could make a great contribution to the whole team. 
Could you possibly secure him? I beg of you, however, 
not to add any third rate man who could not hold his own 
in any conference. 

With regard to Buell: Ho was, as I seld, a catas¬ 
trophe* The first time I saw him 1 told him that it was 
reported that he was taking a different line from all the 
rest of the team and I asked if it was possible that we 
present a united front* % said no; he had stipulated 
that he must have the absolute right of free speech, that 
he believed the whole Peace Movement was wrong, that 
mandatory legislation would get us into war, that we mist 
support the British and the French, join a scheme of 
collective security, and aid Great Britain in the coming 
war. Tie insisted on saying this on the platform* People 
in Dayton asked why he used the flmergenoy Peace platform 
to attack that movement, thereby dividing and confusing 
the whole audience* Fred had asked him to fly to St* Louis 
but Bishop Scarlett wired him that with Senator Clark we 
already had three speakers. In Kansas City Itoude Royden 
wanted to apeak last but dared not have a debate or a 
division came before the collection, so 1 told Buell to 
apeak third and take all the time he wanted. He did a 
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little better In Kaunas City but made a strong ease for 
girinc the President all power. 1 told the audience we 
wore all united on one thing: to keep America out of war 
and war out of the world, but that we differed as to the 
type of neutrality legislation* I oust aak you, however, 
not to ask Buell to speak again with our team, for if, he 
does someone else will have to speak in my place and take 
the collection. It spoiled Maude Royden*s talk, for she 
knew that she would be contradicted in much that she said 
when Buell followed her, but at her worst she is simply 
splendid and leaves a fine Impression whatever she t^l^g 
about. Personally I wish that she would give a atraighter 
talk on war and peace bemuse she makes ter oase and 
emotionally captures the audience, whatever she talks 
about. We agreed at the beginning that we would make 
suggestions to each other* 

'hen there is plenty of time X take half an hour 
for my talk and ten minutes for the collection, when 
there is not, I take thirty minutes or less for the whole 
thing. I am sure we will get on well with Charles Taft 
and the Bishops for the remainder of the tour. I will be 
cut of money by the time I reach Chicago tomorrow and have 
asked for the advance of another one hundred dollars, and 
will send in the account* Frequently I have to pay for 
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the whole team* 

Most oltles have been willing to pay the expanses 
of the team on to the next place. They promised to do so 
In Indiana poll 8, but entirely forgot it. I never con¬ 
sciously met the leader in 3t. Louis but shall try to 
ring him up today. The area leader had just arrived at 
Kansas City. 1 advised him to use Jim Crane of Indiana- 
polls in speaking in his area. Glen Dalton had made no 
use of Crane and did not seem to have his field in hand. 

I could never even find him or see him before the meeting 
in Columbus, and as he had given Indianapolis no help* 
they refused to send one—third of their collection to him. 
The regional directors are certain to be very uneven. 

The collection has gone well so far as technique 
and plans are concerned in almost every place. Tinker's 
preparation has been invaluable. I find Z must always 
meet the ushers either at supper or before the doors open, 
or if they are not there then, I have them called out for 
five minutes from their reserved seats Just before the 
meeting. They have done well in every single place, save 
in some places there wore not enough. In Rochester, for 
instance, they had such a locoUsed peaoe movement, and 
were continuing to pay on their past pledges, so the offer¬ 
ing did not seem generous, but apart from that place the 
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offering hae averaged ovei- one dollar per capita in every 
place reported to me. 

If any Instructions are given to remaining cities 
I wish they would never book me fbr more than a maximum 
of three meetings a day. Meeting the ushers really means 
a fourth engagement* X wish to leave all student meetings 
to Mlall, and cannot speck In high schools* There should 
always be a microphone in any large auditorium——larger 
than a church. Usually there has been one* The audiences 
have been large save where prevented by the blizzard in 
Dayton, the flood in Cincinnati, which canceled all meetings, 
or whore reduced by fear of the flu. There appeared to be 
five or six thousand present In Kansas City* 

X gained the impression that the weakest link in 
our chain in the campaign is gearing in in any way with 
Congress to make public opinion felt upon the Senate or 
House* vhere a vote has been taken on two resolutions, as 
we have done ever since the critic lam of the Baltimore Sun, 
the vote has "one ten to one in favor of mandatory legis¬ 
lation against permissive or discretionary legislation* 

It was so in Boston; it was nearly twenty to one in Chicago; 
more than twenty to one in Indianapolis; one hundred to one 
in St* Louis, where Senator Clark spoke* 'e simply dared 
not have any resolution when Buell spoke* He owned to mnt 
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a foreign policy debate in every place and did not oaks a 
peace talk at all. Bat we minimized the ill-effects of 
his talk after Dayton. 

On the whole I aa encouraged and am in good health. 
The whole team is working smoothly. Naturally I shall 
welcome critic lam from any and every quarter the whole way 
and hope you will always pass It on* If you seriously 
think that we should ask people la every audience to write 
to the President, the two Senators, and other Congressmen. 
I wish you would let me know at once, for I get no unified 
conviction or instructions from you people in Philadelphia 
or 'Ashington. I suppose you yourselves are rattier at sea 
and we ore all more or lees helpless. I imagine if the 
President throws his enormous weight behind an administra¬ 
tion bill to give him the power, he will get it* Once such 
legislation is passed, what is our message to be in this 
oampaign? 

Lot me thank you all for fine co-operation and for 
the privilege of working with you.

My dear Eirby, Ray and Fred: 

I wish to report from time to time that the meetings 
are going exceedingly well. Evening audiences average from one 
thousand to six thousand a night. Fifteen hundred last night 
in Seattle, heoause7the reactionary press afraid of paoifism 
and of this movement. There ought to he a great crowd tonight in 
Portland. In Spokane, Tacoma and Seattle we presented two 
alternative resolutions, a can® of whioh I shall enclose, which 
we discussed with jbjfgroups - ®day. When the vote was taken 
in the evening meetings in the three cities^b^i^^^Jy^/ten 
to one—twenty to one--to one hundred to One^ About six people 
voted against mandatory in favor of giving the power to the 
President, and twelve hundred for mandatory neutrality, last night 
in Seattle. 

I have just read the book "The Devil theory of War" by 
Charles Beard. In my judgement, it would make a very powe r ful 
pamphlet for wide distribution at this time. The only difficulty 
is, that the Vanguard Press are Jewish profiteers. If you 
could gdtrjMsr the lawyer, Maurice Earnst to go with you, they 
might sell the right very cheap for a phampblet, distributing> 
some one hundred thousand of these in all the publio meetings 
in the campaign. This might do great good in my judgement. 

The situation today is almost parallel to that when V• Wilson 
had discressionary power and got us into the war. Could you or 
Tink negotiate with the Vanguard Press, and bring out this book 
in pamphlet form? If ift should he done, I think in the preface 
it should enclude Maude Royden’s message to America, which she 
gives in her closing words eaoh night. It is most powerful. 

She beggs America to keep out of the probably ooming world war 
and says we would have much more peace in the world today, if we 
had not come into the last war to make an over whelming victory, , 
and the peace of Versailles, which has sown the world with dragons 
teeth for future warS/ 













In most oities we have only two speakers at night. I 
=tpeak first, from twenty to thirty minutes, according to the 
program—next the collection, then Maude Royden takes what 
ever time she wishes, usually *orty minutes. 

Maill is improving and Dr. Reinhardt has been good in 
small conferences. Bishop Baker was called to the Orient. We 
appreciate the fine hacking of headquarters in every place. 
Harry Stone says that much money oould have been saved on rto.il 
Way tickets if we had taken it up with the Railway agent 
maximum through booking^ as from Chicago to Los Angeles. 

My health has grown steadily better and sinoe the first 
week of tdse- cold I have no fears for the rest of the trip.

Dear Kirby: 

I should have written before this to fol¬ 
low up my telegram and thank you for your help. 

I am sure you will understand what we're 
trying to do. We are trying to get out an issue 
commemorating the twentieth anniversary of our en¬ 
trance into the war. The contents as they stand at 
present are as follows: An editorial on "How the 
United States entered the Warj" a second editorial 
on "How The Christian Century entered the War." 

(This will give us the chance to introduce the note 
of contrition with regard to ourselves that we want 
to arouse among our readers.) A service of remem¬ 
brance and contrition such as can be used in churches 
in connection with this anniversary or at Armistice 
Day; an article by Senator Norris under the title, 
"After Twenty Years." This he has promised to do. 

Your article comparing and contrasting the situa¬ 
tion in this country at present with that which ob¬ 
tained in 1917, and of course inferentially raising 
the question as to whether we are any more likely to 
keep from being overwhelmed by the war mania if another 
war breaks out than twenty years ago. An article by 
myself which will open the brief series I am going 
to publish summarizing the final part of the Nye in¬ 
quiry and the reports of the Nye committee. The first 
article in this series, which will be in this particu¬ 
lar issue, will probably bear the title, "Money Beats 
the Drum," and will confine itself quite largely to 
the part played by the Morgans. Then there will be 
a resume in small type of the course of events from 
August 1, 1914 to April 6, 1917. This will be much 
the same outline as was introduced by Senator Clark 
into the hearings of the Nye committee and will prob¬ 
ably appear under the title, "The Descent ©f Avernus."

Halt Peace Movement 

, i - 


Although there is the threat of 
war both in the Orient and in the 
Occident, Detroit Just can’t seem to 
work up enthusiasm for a city-wide 
peace movement, and William P. 
Lovett, executive secretary of the 
Detroit Citizen’s League, would like 
to know why? 

And after three years of efforts to 
organize a Detroit Peace Council, 
he believes he knows some of the 
answers, 

"The biggest single obstacle to 
any organized peace movement in 
Detroit is petty sectarianism. We 
find that in the churches, and we 
also find the peace advocates split 
up into sects, each one with its own 
idea and nothing but contempt for 
any other idea. 

"In Cleveland and Boston the 
Catholics and Jews and Protestants 
are united in a peace movement, 
Detroit is the only major city in the 
country where there is not a city¬ 
wide peace organization. But, in 
the last three years, I’ve found that 
the religious forces here cannot get 
together on a peace program; we 
can’t organize the business men, 
who’ll have to pay the costs of an¬ 
other war; and we can’t federate 
even those organizations which are 
primarily interested in peace.” 

IN CHURCH COUNCIL 

Mr. Lovett first became interested 
in the organization of a general 
peace cot mail In Detroit three years 
ogo, when lie became chairman of 
the public affairs department of the 
Detroit Council of Churches, His 
remarks today arose out of the col¬ 
lapse of a mass meeting sponsored 
by the Detroit Peace Council a 
month ago. 

Last year Kirby Page, interna¬ 
tionally known peace worker, came 
to Detroit to seek co-operation with 
bis Emergency Peace campaign, Mr. 
Lovett explained. After four or five 
meetings with Detroit leaders, it be** 
came obvious that nothing could be 
done. American Legion representa¬ 
tives thought Mr. Page too pink.” 
Business men considered him too 
much of a pacifist, and shied away. 

"In the fall, he offered to open his 
check book to us, and let us organ¬ 
ize and run the Detroit peace move¬ 
ment any way we pleased,” Mr. Lov¬ 
ett said. "Mr. Page was willing to 
withdraw from the picture com¬ 
pletely, and still give us the funds 
to get going. He sent us $500. 

SENT OUT INVITATIONS 

"We rented an office. Harry M. 
I Robins was chairman of the effort; 


C. E. Smith, secretary; Murray Mc¬ 
Gregor, treasurer; and Dr. Adolph 
g; Studer and S. B. Norton worked 
night and day with us. We sent out 1 
invitations to some 400 organiza¬ 
tions, and got little response. Rob¬ 
ins, Dr: Studer and Norton sent out 
inn letters to business men, and 
from their answers it was obvious 
that the upset of business due to the 
strike made co-operation impossible. 
Their letters also showed they were 
unfriendly to Kirby Page and the 
Emergency Peace Campaign, and a 
bit afraid of getting mixed up with 
some pacifistic organization. 

"And that in spite of the fact that 
we had made it clear that the De¬ 
troit Peace Council was to be 
formed, run and controlled solely 
by Detroit men and women, and 
that all assisting organizations 
would act independently of the 
council and of each other. 

"We suggested that the council 
study—not promote or advocate, but 
study — maintenance of neutrality 
by the United States in case of any 
war among foreign nations; non¬ 
participation by the United States 
in a foreign war, and no American 
soldiers to be sent to foreign soil: 
and the reduction of trade barriers 
and the promotion and strengthen^ 
ing of international friendship, co¬ 
operation and good will. 

"We had to add a fourth point, to 
satisfy the anti-pacifists! that the 
council also would study ‘reasonable 
provision for national defense.” 

COULD NOT ORGANIZE 

"Finally we were able to get a 
representative meeting, but we 
found it impossible to organize a 
committee. We engaged the Ma¬ 
sonic Temple for a peace mass 
meeting, with Charles P. Taft II, 
son of President William Howard 
Taft, Francis Sayres, of Washing¬ 
ton, D. C.. and Frank Gannett, It 
was to be held Feb. 14. We had to 
call, it off because there was no 
interest. Why, we couldn’t even 
work up interest in a peace de¬ 
clamation contest in the churches of 
the city this year, as the public 
affairs department of the Council 
of Churches had planned. 

"That’s why I’d like to find out 
just why it is we can’t have a gen¬ 
eral peace council in Detroit, as 
they do in other cities. We haven’t 
given up hope yet, though. The De¬ 
troit Peace Council still has a ten- , 
tative organization, and the plans 
for the big peace mass meeting have 
not been abandoned — merely in- 
definitely postponed.”

Abe Kaufman has shown me the very effective handbook of the Emergency 
Peace Campaign, just gotten out in connection with the No-Foweign-War 
Crusade. I notice that the various peace organizations are listed on 
page 34 under the heading of the National Peace Conference. The War 
Resisters League, however, has not yet affiliated with the National 
Peace Conference because of the apparent requirement of affiliating 
organizations to assent to the principles of the National Peace Confer- 
enoejWhtch include support of an army navy for ''national defense." 

Accordingly, the War Resisters League is perhaps the only national peace 
organization cooperating with the Emergency Peace Campaign which fails 
to be listed. I know that one of the purposes of the Emergency Peace 
Campaign is to spread information regarding tte various organizations 
working for peace and that you as an active member of the War Resisters 
League will wish it to receive due publicity in connection with the 
Emergency Peace Campaign's list of peace groups. 

Would it be possible, therefore, in your next printing, to add to your 
headings on page 34: 

a third heading: "0 rgan1zations Cooperating with the Emergency Peace 

Campaign but not at present affil iated with the 
JMatIonaT~ Peace Confer an oe !l 


This list might perhaps include others besides the War Resisters League 
but of this I do not know. We should greatly appreciate it if you 
could do this for the League.

The second installment of your new "peace encyclopedia" is 
received. I sincerely express my highest commendation of it. 

But I am frankly overwhelmed at this late date by the task of 
getting it out. It's going.to take days to get it mimeographed 
and then other days in getting it to speakers. 

Furthermore, I am fearful that it is too much for many 
speakers to digest and that some of them will be tempted to make 
so many quotations that they will ruin their own effectiveness 
as speakers, 

With regard to the latter point, I have inserted a box near 
the top of the first page with the following statements: 

"Speakers a„re cautioned against using too many Quo¬ 
tations in speeches. All speakers realize the dullness 
created by reading many or lengthy quotations . Th e quo - 
tations herein are designed to sharpen understanding of 
the points outlined, and to supply a reserve of resource 
material. It is all intended to cover much more than 
any one single address. We commend its special value for 
discussion leaders and preachers on Ho-Foreign-War Sunday 
(April 11) as well as for speakers in the Emergency 
Peace Campaign meetings." 

But I pledge you our best effort to get it out as nearly as 
possible as you have given it to us. If combined judgments of 
two or three of us seem to justify any slight excisions, v/e are 
going to take the liberty of making them, in the interests of 
even one or tv/o fewer pages and of the quickest possible produc¬ 
tion and mailing.

more competitor with all the other materials that we are getting 
out, including the Handbook and the other new publicity material, 
plus this speakers outline. And we could not justify at the 
moment the financial risk involved. They quoted a price of $1.00 
for each set. of material (the booklet plus other pamphlets and 
leaflets) if we assumed the responsibility for 1,000 copies. 

Miriam talked with Mrs. Stewart about a higher price for a smaller 
number of guaranteed copies, and Mrs. Stewart will wire us today 
on that. We are also taking it up with Ray at the staff meeting 
tonight. I am sure that if you were here you would be seriously 
concerned about the problem of marketing this additional publica¬ 
tion in the very short time at anybody*s disposal.

tions covering certain aoeota*
